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CALIFORNIA’S EXAMPLE 
We gave unaccustomed space in the People’s Column 


yesterday to the letter of an enthusiastic Californian 


stopping in St. Louis on a transcontinental tour. If 
California is as this citizen represents, the phenom- 
enon of its present prosperity, in contrast to the 
Stagnation of business elsewhere, is a fact of prime 
importance. 

Why this great difference in trade c 
key to our present depression, it aris bean said, is 
the paralysis in the building industrr, which holds 
out of circulation several billions of dollars. includ- 
ing a half-billion in wages in the buildings crafts 
alone, to say nothing of the loss in other activities 
dependent on building. Aside from its o-n lumber 
supply California is separated from Washington and 
Oregon only by a short water route. The California 
Suilding industry has virtually no freight rate prob- 
lem. On the contrary its manufacturers are com- 
pelled, largely because of prohibitive freights over 
the mountains, to sell their product on the coast. 

Another factor is the Pacific climate. which makes 
it possible to dispense with heavy fuel bills and to 
escape the expense of heavy building construction and 
costly heating plants required in the northern two 
thirds of the territory east of the Rockies. Another 
factor is the financial status of the peculiar clases of 


residents with which California is overrun. Having 


Saved money they have made in other states ther 
emigrate to California to spend it. Economists say 
that business depressions are due to the closing of the 
purse strings by those who have accumulated capital. 
In the very nature of California life, the imported 
capitalists of that State are spending it there. 

These considerations, however, need not dishearten 
the business men east of the Rockies. Not until we 
hare done what California has done in the establish- 
ment of long-time credit systems and in turning on 
the spigot of enthusiasm, mutual confidence, CO-op- 
eration and push can we stand back and say that 
what California is doing cs be done elsewhere.
